T is with a great deal of reluftance T now 
I come forward to take notice of a piece 
which appear’d ai your paper taft Saturday un- 
der the Giznature of ‘A Whig of 1777.” I 
mult confefs I could hardly prevail opon my- 
felfto take notice of a piece which deferves 
to be treated with the greateit contempt and 
derifien ; but, when we confider that fuch 
inflamitory publications, have a tendency to 
raife popular commotions again{t a peaceable 
and valuable clafs of our citizens, and to 
difturb the piece of fociety ; when we confi- 
der the baneful confequences which may refult 
from fuch publications, furely every candid 
perfon, every friend to humanity and to the 
peace of our country, will jultify me in com- 
ing forward on this occafion. But 1 would 
firit beg leave to remark, before I proceed 
farther, that the prevailing cuftom of pro- 
phahing the fabbath, by all clalfes of people 
in this city, has arifen toa great and alarming 
height, and loudly calls tor the intervention 
of the magifterial authority: it certainly 
fhould claim their moft ferious confideration, 
and they fhonld endeavour to find means to 
ftop this impious and growing evil, which, 
unlefsfpeedily fopped, it is to be feared that 
the confequences, which in the end will refult 
from it, will be fatal and extremely danger- 
ous. . 

Now, had our Whig of 1777, ftaid at home 
after church, (which isan example every head 
and multer of a family fhould to fet) and turn- 
ed his meditation on fubjects fuitable to the day 
and which more nearly concerned him, he 
would have received confiderable benefit from 


it, and «would have faved him from the mor. ; 


tification of feeing. Englith men of war, 
Britith colours, tories rafcals, and tories 
friends. 1 would beg leave to remark, that 
the whole piece is nothing elfe but an iuco- 
herent’ jargon of words, and unintelligible 
fentences, fome parts of it are not to be un- 
derftood atall. We thall new goa little into 
particulars; OurWhig, in his perambulation, 
diftovered a ob at Peck-flip; his fears are 
néw excited, left fome one fhould unfortu- 
nately be drowned: But here he is miffa- 
ken, he now makes a fudden tranfition 
from a drowned man to a pleafure boat ; or 
what is equal toit, an Englifh man of war, 
(troly langhable) decorated with Britifh co- 
Jours, lapprehend he made ule of a magni- 
fying plafs, when he made this miltake, or 
edfe he was afleep and only dreamt fo, or other. 
wife he had loft his reafon; but the perfon 
who had thus unpardonable tranfgreffed in 
bringing this huge moniter in our port, to 





put him in mind of old times, was what ke 
calls a tory, a good friend to his uncle George, 
and a great raical ; but this mult firft be pro- 
ved before it can be admitted; the whigs fay, 
fo is not fuflicient to build an opinion on. The 
man againft whem thefe charges are brought, 
and to whom the character is given, F do 
not know, neither is it my wifh to know ei- 
ther himorthe Whig of 1777; but I would 
beg leave to mention, that thefe appellations 
at this day are exceedingly improper, the 
names whig and tory, are now fwallowed up 
in the general one of citizens of America : 
Befides this, let every one read the declara- 
tion of independence, and confider attentively 
the principles on which that declaration was 
founded, by fome of our greateft patriots, 
and moft venerable fages of our country, let 
him readit, and he will join with me in fay- 
ing, that no perfon has a right to queftion my 
principles, ii he does, he munteracts the ve- 
ry principles én which true freedom is found- 
ed. Wich refpect to the affront,it may indeed 
be fo to the Whig ef 1777; from his cons. 
plecttion 1 do not doubt ic, but it is not fo to 
reafonable men, ‘Ihe obfervations of our 
Eaftern and Southern neighbours, that the 
tories rule the roatt im this city, is a falfe ob. 
fervation, aud groundlefs; itis merit alone 
which raifes meu to pofts of honour and truft 
in the government here. And I really apprehend 
that our, Whig of 1777, has fo little of this, 
that it is not lufficient to raife himto a con- 
ftable’s (taff, or to be crier to a court of juf- 
tice: Bur itis fcarcely worth my while to no- 
tice the language of difappointed ambition or 
{currilous invective. I will only mention on 
the latter part of the piece, that Iam not 
much afraid of the flame of 1777 again break- 
ing out; and if it fhould, 1 apprehend that 
fone perfons who little expect it will fall the 
firlt victim toits fury. The troublers of our 
country’s peace, and the bold invader of the 
rights of man, will fee] the heat of its flame. 
The motives which actuated the W hig of 1777 
in writing his piece, will be held in detefta- 
tion and horror by every friend to the peace 
of fociety, and to the profperity and glory 
of hiscountry. The {word of flanghter has 
loug been iheathed, and long may it remain 
fo, although bufy bodies would again excite 
popular commotions, and again wifh to fee 
the fertile plains of America deluged with 
the blood of fome of our beft ciietia Rectaivly 
thofe who endeavour to excite faction and dif- 
cord in fociety, are enemies to the public and 
traitors to their country, they deferve the 
difcountenance and cenfure of fociety. The 
peftileniial breait of Slander may blackén 
with malignant calumny the faireft character, 
and our molt meritorious citizens fuffer from 
the private pique or refentment from indivi- 
duals. O yefriends to America, the Genius 








of Freedom and your country’s welfare, loud- 
ly calls upon you to difconutenance whatever 
tends to raife difcords, fects, and parties in 
your thrice happy land; be watchful, be vi- 
gilent, and fecure that freedom for -others, 
which you have fo glorioufly gained'for your- 
felf, kedp Oppreflion under your feet, and 
let Liberty reiga triumphant, | 

Such perfons as 1 have before defcribed, 
canuot mean well, their intentions are evident 
and they deferve to be fligmarized with the 
name of meddling fools, to ufe no hariher 
expreffions, ‘They expeé by fuch conduct 
to be efteemed patriots; but they deny the 
principles of patrietifm, by making invidious 
comparifons by vo means favorable to the caufe 
of freedom and peace. As to the patriotifm 
of the Whig of 1777, I am difpofed on good 
grounds to call it im queftion:Sure Lam that it 
is in name only; this appears from his conduct. 
Let the man who fays he is a patriot, des 
monttrate it by his conduc in his focial rela. 
tion to his fellow-citizens. Areal patriotand 
friend to his country, will endeavour to pal- 
liate offences inftead of feeking revenge, to 
reconcile differences which may arife between 
man and man ; he will endeavour to allay ci- 
vil difcord, and internal popular commotions, 
and not excite and fan the flame; he will draw 
a veil of charity and brotherly love, over the 
failing of a brother and a fellow-citizens. He 
will endeavour to win him by love and a good 
example, and not force him by threats and 
menaces: Men will be led but not drove; 
but does this chara@er now in any degree 
correfpond with thatof the Whig of 1777, 
in hisf{currilous piece? By no means: And I 
therefore fay, and ftill affirm, that heis a 
ftranger to the principles of true patriotifa. 
We onght to make a proper diftinction be- 
tween public and party fpirit;and ifwe dothiswe 
can glways difcover the patriot. Whe breaft of 
thetrue patriot glowswiththe principles ofge- 
nerofity, honor and forgivene(s, and not with 
the malignant principles ef rancour, malice 
and revenge, Envy and uncharitablenefs, 


- the manin whofe breaft thefe latter principles 


prevail, I pronounce either a fool, a mad- 
man, or a knave.He does not know in what the 
true interefts of his country confilts of; if he 
does know it; he ftifles his convictious for 
the purpofe of exercifing with more free- 
dom, the bafe and villaineus principles of 
maliguity juft how maintained. Sucha per- 
fon is deteited by every good man, and is not 
deferving neither of public nor private con- 
fidence ; he ouzht to be treated as one, who 
has loft even common fenfe, or asa knave, 
who having breke through every tie of fo- 
cial and moral re@titade and virtue, would 
facrifice to the manes of revenge and envy, 
all who differ or have differed from him in 
fentiment ; but I have done with the detef 
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ed and pitiful character of a mock patriot ; 
and i hope a generous and imparnal public 
will excule my prolixity on tins occalion, as 
J tee] my heart glow for the honour and glo- 
ry of my country, which I humbly pray the 
the Almighty Difpoier of all events, to blefs 
with peace, plenty, and happinefs, and 1

AVE you ever feen excellence that did not 
call forth detraétion? Have you ever feen 
beaucy which did not excite envy? Have you ever 
known praiie jultly betlowed, which did not fling 
fome perfoa with difappointment? In a word, Sir, 
have you ever beheld a lady turrounded with dying 
{wains, and languihing lovers, the voalt ac feftal 
meetings, or the fubjectof newlpaper penegyric, 
whe was not looked upon by many of her fex, as 
a molt icrmidable rival? An! Milfs Lucinda, does 
this come home? Don’t biuth! This is the rea- 
fon, yes, this is the only reaton, why you have 
guided the pen of envious wit againt the lover of 
Cecelia. Say, if his harmonious lyre had been 
ftruck io your praife ; if he had declared that your 
eyes had scorched him ; would you then have cal- 
led the ‘* jolly Yorkers’’ in ridicule, to liften with 
*fopen mouth, eyes, and ears ?”’ 

Now in earneft, dear Madam, do you not wih 
that the lover of Cece/ra, (whois pleated in the lai 
Mufeum, to call himielf The Sinner) do not you 
with, I fay, that he had compofed juit {uch a shing 
on you? How high you would have held your head! 
How your eyes would have gliltened ! How fately 
firatting, would you have advanced to your pew ! 
And with what felf complaceacy would you have 
looked around the church | However, whether you 
wifhed fo or not, you fhould have more ienfe than 
to have burleiqued thofe expreflions which only 
Cupid himifelf could in{pire. What though there 
be fome inaccuracy and inconfiftency? Strange wo- 
man! So youthink a lover is as coo! as a cucumber? 
How then can you expect that his langua ve could 
flow with calmnefs and exact propriety ?

Bat that is nothing 
to the purpofe. And what lover pretends to con- 
fult reaflon ? And why th’ thould our author? 

Next, you ridicule wia. .e fays refpecting the 
Nightingale, the Throth, the Scraphs, the Nec- 
tav on Cecelia’s lips, and the conte of the Gods 
with fweins: Butmy female critic, although the 

















fhould not be poffcfled of avery harmonious voice, 
yet the lover cannot help thinking i the moft divine 
melody, and confequently far fuperio* to that of a- 
ny mere bird. This will futhcrentiy account for 
his fwelling with ** pure emacy.”’ And how can you 
imagine that he could be exchanted with any thing 
which would not command the admiration of Se- 
raphs. For in his own oginion, I feppofe he is 
guite a Seraphic lad. 

O you Lucinda / O yeu creature, ignorant of 
the fweets of Love! How irrational, how abfurd 
youare! After our lover had gaz’dwith delight; 
and after he had a&zally tafied the nefar on each 
lip of Cecelia (for how could he otherwile have 
known it was there?) do you fuppofe he would 
have yielded even to the Gods? No, no, he was 
then match enough for Jupiter himfell, 

Now my dear Lucinda, you had better be upon 
your guard, and not write and pubhith whatever 
comes firitin-your brain. For perhaps, by and by 
before you are aware of it, you may, yourself be 
over head and ears in love. Yow wil! then be o- 
bliged to make, in fome future Mufeum, a fevious 
confeflion of your abundant iniquities, and ac- 
knowledge that you are a great and henious Sinner.

rature, to the vile purpoles of perional inve&ive 
and illiberal abufe ; who under the mafk of criti- 
cifm attempts to hiddthe face of an envious libel- 
eft, or the heart of a deceitful coward; nor dol 
think, O Levater, thoa excelient judge of man, 
that in this decifion | have pronowaced counter 
to thy own. 

Criticiim I conceive not only to be the moft fu- 
perior but at the fame time the moft difficult {pe- 
cies of wring; to difcern the errors and the 
beauties of a compofition, to condema the one 
and applaad the other, to analife and comment on 
them properly; requires tafle, judgment and 
learning: And when we refle& upon the impor- 
tance of the takk, we need not be furpriled to 
find fo few capable of performing it with jultnefs. 
A criti¢ undertakes to determin for every one ; 
how caatious ought he to be.then in pafling his o- 
pinions, how expanded fhould be his comprehen- 
fion and hour improved his mind; he thould con- 
fider and onderitand the author well who he re- 
views, and pronounce with diffidence and # lica- 
cy. Sach were. Dionyfius, Quintilian and Lon- 
ginus amoay the Antients, who were ever plealed 
to commend, and when compelled to cenfure, 
cenfured with refpect to the feelings of the author, 
not wifhing to check the exertions of genius, and 
knowiag that only by practice, perfetion was at- 
attained, they fought rather to direct, than to flop 
the progrefs of tcience. Bat our modern ‘¢ritics 
appear to follow the example of Zoilus who 
thought the art confilted in magnifying every fault, 
and where faults could not be found, imagined 


that perfonal abaie would aalwer every purpofe, 


it is this kind that Levater had in view in the mot-

What can be more unju than to determin the 
merit of a performance by the degree of eitima- 
tion in which we hold the author? what more

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produftions? farely nothing: But this js not

Chrifiian Nef ll. f maketh oath that he attended 
the trial of this caufe before Juftice Hunt, on the 
athof June lat. Thatduring the courfe of the trial 
the defendant ether laid a paper on the defk of the 
Jaftice, or delivered ittohim, bet which this de- 
ponent doth not recolle&, which paper this depo- 
nent doth believe contained an account againit the 
plaintiff. ‘That after judgment for the plainiiff, 
either the defendant, or acertain Gardiner Baker, 
who appeared there, as he faid, in behalf of the 
defendant, .taking, (as.this deponent bef re, 
meabers) the iaid papet froin the defk, informed 
the Juftice it was an account againit the plaintiff 
in favour of the defendant, who ought to be cre- 
dited with the amount of it, to which the plain- 
tiff im mediately replied it was too late, judgment 
having heen entered for him according to law, and 
that he would not confent that it fhould be rever- 
fed—and that according to this deponeti’s beft re- 
membrance, the Jultice then obferved the account 
of the defendant, (if jufl) ought certainly to be 
fertied, and that he was very forry it had not been
